COUNTY COl'illT .JUDGES. 
The law with respect to the retirement 
of County court judges is to be amemlcd 
so arj to oll'er the judges greater in- 
ducement for retiring when they lie- 
come incapable of doing the work prop- 
erly. The bill [irovides that a judge ot 
a Counly court resigning at any lime 
after becoming disabled by permanent 
iutiruiities, or resigning after '2') years 
service, may bo granted a pension eipial 
to two-thirds of his annual salary; jiri?- 
vided that if ho lias t-erved less than 
live years his pension shall not exceed 
oue-iliirtl of his annual .salary. The 
measure is jirobably good euough as far 
as it goes, but it fails to meet the case 
of tho judge who after he has become 
disabled through age or infirmity pre- 
fers to continue drawing liis full salary, 
iustead of being satislied with two- 
thirds of it. in answer to a ijiictiiioii 
by .Mr. Bennett, the Minister of Justice 
staled that the government bad no iu- 
teiition of introducing iHiy legislatiou 
for the compulsory retirement of judges 
on accouui uf age or for any othiu- rea- 
son. 

IMF.LK'.S FOll iSCUOOI.S. 
Col. .Sam Hugaes, who is tilled Willi 
an irrepressible zeal for the iiuj)rove« 
meut of the Canadian militia system, 
lias been urging upon the goveruiiient 
the adoiilion of a scheme to provide 
rilles and cheap ammunition for the use 
of school lioys, ag(!d 14 and upwards. 
Ho was considertibly surprised ;it being 
informed that smdi a scheme wu« be- 
yond the power of the Jiuminiou yov- 
eri.meiit. Dr. ISorden, the minister of 
miUtiu, iufonued him thai with boys 
of the ago of Tl, the teaching of them 
to shoot would be a matter of educuliou, 
just as much as the teaching of them 
to read. Consequently, if it is to bo 
done ill all, it must be done by the jirov- 
inces, or at least with the consent oC 
the provincial legislatures. 'J'lie 'Min- 
ister of .Militia was kind enough to say 
that he sympathized with the idea, and 
ho thought tho proper course would be 
to opuu up a corrcspoudeuce with the 
i;overnment8 of the respective provinces 
with reference to the matter. He said 
that h(i had it in contemplatiou to do 
this, ibilt he carefully avoided actually 
promising to do it. If the militia eu- 
tliusiasts of tfii- Doniinioii have their 
waj-, every. to\v2 ia„ Canada^ will have 
a small armory, and every small boy 
in Canada will learn bow to handle a 
rifle as soon as he is able to lift one.

TIIK TREADGOLD COXCIBSSION'. 

The people of the YiiUnn owe tlicir re- 
lief Croiii the c.xlniDnliniiry net of pinii y 
known ns the Treadgold concession en- 
tirely to the Conservative oppositioii at 
Ottawa. That is to sny. tlieir own ef- 
forts ■would have been futile to sectire re- 
lief had they not heen ibaeU.jd mi by llxe 
Conservative party, who exposed to the 
people of Canada the true inwardness of 
this scandalous truiisactioii. Kvery one 
of the Conservative representatives from 
the West, boili in the Coiuuioiis and the 
Semite, lifted tip hi« voice in protest and 
condeiunation. Not one of the Liberal 
members opened his month, Tlie restilt 
has teen that the whole eoiieession was 
rescinded and wtis afterwanls ronioiiel- 
ed, so as to ilo away witli its most ob- 
jectionable features, with the exception 
of one, the concession itself. The policy 
of the Lnurier government towards the 
industries and resotirees of t,'aiiad:i, 
which it h.id in its contrij!, iiiis lu'eii <me 
of wholesale plunder.

snobs and .sycophants, moat solemn func- 
tions are, but it is not ona attraotive to 
them nlono. The coronation of our pres- 
ent Kin-' is of peculiar significance. By

■"1 know there Tins been some cdii-

\c:y great deal of capital is riMiuired, 
but thai when obtained it must be spent 
111 the very best advantage to obtain 
>atisfactory results, one may entertain 
every hope for a very bright future for 
the Island. 

"Th" natural facilities of the \^'est 
Coast are. 1 'bidieve, (iiiparalleled, aud 
are (•eiiaiiily not excelled in any other 
pan of the world. The climate is good, 
there is plenty of fresh water, and there 
are numerous '<leep, navigahle inlets on 
the coast, wllii the finest of hai*bors. But 
it must be remembered that it re(iiiires 
a great amount of capital to develop a 
((ipper mine, that jiractically a (-opper 
mine is of no importance until two or 
three llioiisand feet of ilev(diipiiieut work 
has been done on it. 

" No, I have not shiiiped any ore from 
the I'rinct' group yet. 1 am no iKdiever 
til hurrying on shipments. The first 
thing to do is to 'lilock out your ore and 
put the mine in proper shape. The ore 
is nlwnys an asset, and the expenses 
attendant upon making roads and tram- 
ways are considerable. It is 'better lirst 
!(i make sure that you liavo snlllcient ore 
to warrant the exiieiise. Noibody has 
any right to be pess-iniistic on account of 
the acttvnl results «o far obtained on the 
West Cons', for the work done there 
amounts practically to nothing. It is 
not easy to find a 'big copper-iirodiiciiig 
mine, and Britisli Cidumbia is essenti:illy 
a copper country. The decline in the 
price of copper is serious, ;i!id, living out 
liel'e, I call hardly express an oiiinioii as 
to probable fiitliri' movements jii the 
market, liut if one has a big iirojierty on 
llie West Coast, the low pri(-es are orfset 
■iiy the natural advantages of the coun- 
try-" 

'I'liriiiiig io the iron mines of the (^oast, 
Dr. '.Marshall said tlnit very little was 
yet known about the iron deposits, but it 
was (luite possible that at depth some of 
ihose-deposits would go into copper. As 
far as he (-ould see. the majority ot the 
iron deposits could be classilied into two 
groups, vi;:.. magnetites devoid of sul- 
phides, and others associated with py- 
rites. -Much of the magnetite on the 
Ldaud "\vas certainly of remarkable 
inirity. and when its existence in sulll- 
cieiil (iitantities was proved would lie of 
gre.-il value for the prodnctiiiti of the 
purest irons. It was in .some resjiects 
tiurortniiate that some of Ihe best known 
iron properties on the Coast had 'been 
aciiuircd by .\tU','rinaiis — if thej did not 
smelt tlie ore on this side; but. on the 
other hand, tlicre were pleuly more of 
these iron dciiosits to 'he found on the 
Coast. 

The iiiinortauce of the milling iipliistry 
was. Dr. '-Marshall remarlced, hardly ap- 
]ircciated in Canada, It 'was an histori- 
cal fact, that any nation that had ever

"Sliall I slay in town loiii,-'.- Well, a 
few days, anyway. I h.ive not b'-eii 
here for three nionlhs, and 1 have liea|is 
of things to attend to, fro:i. a contract 
for tunui.Uing on my own iir.iperties to 
procuring .-i fresh siipp!,;- of beans and

Declares Slocan end the Coast 
to Be Richest Districts In 
Province. 



-Mr. A. YV, More, tho well known miu- 
iug broker of 'Broad street, has just re- 
turnod from a holiday trip through tho 
Boundary and Kootenay districts, und 
was kind enougli to supply a Colonist ro- 
jiorter with a brief aci;'niiil of his ex- 
periences.

niiiies. JIc was much imprcs.scil witli 
llie diistrict. The oltlcers in charge of 
the Slocan Star mine took Mr. More 
through the workings of the property 
ami he declares that there can be no 
doubt thnt this is the largest silver-lead 
mine in West Kootenay.

bia, and if only N'ictoria people would 
null together lo help on the mining indus- 
try of A'aucouvcr Island, I belieA'e Vic- 
toria might be the most prosperous city 
ill the lirovince.
